Public Schools Open on Tuesday 


by Robert Levine 

Prince Georges County 
public schools will open on 
Tuesday, September 3. 
About 109,575 students are 
expected to enroll, an in¬ 
crease of about 1,000 over 
last year. This continues an 
upward trend which began 
with the introduction of the 
magnet schools in 1987. This 
year, the county will operate 
171 schools; some 507 new 
teachers have been hired. 

AH magnet schools are full 
and have waiting lists. The mag¬ 
net schools, which offer special¬ 
ized programs, were instituted 
as a means of achieving racial 
integration. They are now filled 
by lottery. Students wishing to 
attend TAG schools had to pass 
an examination in order to 
qualify for the lottery. The Vis¬ 
ual and Performing Arts High 
School in Suitland held auditions 
instead of examinations* 

New Programs 

Multicultural education will be 
stressed again this year. During 


the summer a conference was 
held for parents to inform them 
of the multicultural initiatives 
being implemented throughout 
the curriculum. Parents were 
also provided with methods of 
supporting and enhancing multi¬ 
cultural instruction at home. 

The program has been set up 
to help students develop aware¬ 
ness, appreciation and under¬ 
standing of the history, culture 
and contributions made by vari¬ 
ous groups within American so¬ 
ciety. The program has been in¬ 
stituted for kindergarten through 
twelfth grade and is used in 
English, math, science, social 
studies, art and music. 

Another new program, Equity 
2000, is a program sponsored 
by the College Board encourag¬ 
ing all students to pass algebra 
and geometry before graduat¬ 
ing from high school. Its goal is 
to have a larger percentage of 
minorities enroll in and success¬ 
fully complete college. 

The Maryland School Perfor¬ 
mance Program is a drive to 
get all school systems in the 
state to meet or exceed state 
standards in a number of areas 


in student performance, includ¬ 
ing Maryland Functional Tests, 
Maryland Criterium Reference 
Tests (CRTs), the number of 
s-tudents with enough require¬ 
ments to enter college or a skil¬ 
led vocation, attendance, reduc¬ 
ed drop-out rate, and post-sec¬ 
ondary plans and decisions.

Hearing in Annapolis Sept. 3 
On New Redistricting Plan

The Governor's Redistricting Advisory Committee last 
week approved a proposed plan for congressional districts 
in Maryland. A public hearing on the plan will be held on 
Tuesday, September 3 starting at 5 p.m. in the Joint Hear¬ 
ing Room of the Legislative Services Building, 90 State 
Circle, Annapolis. 


The latest congressional redis¬ 
tricting plan creates a new base 
for Congressman Steny H. Hoy- 
er, who has represented the Fifth 
Congressional District for a de¬ 
cade. The proposed Fifth Dist. 
rict covers roughly 40 percent 
of the population of Prince Ge¬ 
orges County (including Green¬ 
belt), in addition to all of 
Charles, Calvert and St. Mary's 
counties and portions of Anne 
Arundel and Howard counties- 
Politics 

Still uncertain is how the mer¬ 
ging of part of Prince Georges 
county with more rural and con¬ 
servative counties in the same 
district will affect county inter¬ 
ests. 

The remaining portion of 
Prince Georges County and a 
slice of Montgomery County will 
create a proposed new District 
2 which is approximately 59% 
black. According to the commit¬ 
tee, the shift in population re¬ 
ported by the 1990 census can 
best be accommodated by estab¬ 
lishing a new majority black dis¬ 
trict where a black candidate 
would have an opportunity of 
winning next year. New boun¬ 


daries for the eight congression¬ 
al districts will be implemented 
for the March 3, 1992 primaries. 

Schedule 

After the hearing, the Advis¬ 
ory Committee will finalize its 
recommendations for new con¬ 
gressional districts. Governor 
William Donald Schaefer will 
then review the plan and can 
offer modifications before it is 
presented to the General Assem¬ 
bly at a special session schedul¬ 
ed for September 25. Schaefer 
has veto power on any plan ap¬ 
proved by lawmakers. 

The committee has set up a 
toll free hotline, 1-800-688-7494, 
for citizens to sign up to testify 
at the September 3 hearing in 
Annapolis. 

County Redistricting 
In the meantime, the Prince 
Georges County Redistricting 
Committee will be submitting a 
plan to the county council in 
September for the redistricting 
of council districts. Final action 
must be taken by NovemberSO, 
The commission has conducted 
a series of meetings, one in each 
council district, concerning how 
district boundaries should be 
drawn.

named “Lakewood-Northway 
Valley Stream Park.” 

As far back as the late 1950’s, 
there were custom built homes on 
Lakeside Dr. But Woodland Hills 
was the first community housing 
development outside of GHI 
built in Greenbelt 

To their credit and pioneer¬ 
ing community spirit, this out¬ 
standing group of homeowners 
had the incredible foresight to 
protect Greenbelt from “commer¬ 
cialization of Crescent Road” at 
the expense of their own pocket-

I read with great interest Pat 
Scully’s article in the August 22 
edition and the account of the 
last GEAC meeting, held on Au¬ 
gust 1. 

When I got to the part regard¬ 
ing the fire-retardant plywood 
(FRP) matter, I was somewhat 
alarmed that you had identified 
the development of Greenbrook 
Estates along with Greenbrook 
Village and Windsor Green as 
being susceptible to the prob¬ 
lems with this plywood. It has 
always been my understanding 
that single-family homes, which 
constitute entirely Greenbrook 
Estates, were not constructed 
with the FRP, but that townhou- 
ses, where adjoining roofs are 
common, were usually built with 
roofing materials consisting of 
FRP. Ever since this issue has 
come to the surface nearly two 
years ago, I have constantly 
looked into the possibility that 
FRP might have been used in 
Greenbrook Estates and, each 
time, I have been given assuran¬ 
ces that the 109 homes in our 
development were not construc¬ 
ted with this plywood. 

I would appreciate your cor¬ 
recting this reference to Green¬ 
brook Estates in your article, 
before I have a hoard of dis¬ 
gruntled homeowners clamoring 
up my front steps.

Wayne Williams said that GHI 
felt that since Schwan’s influ¬ 
ence extended far beyond GHI, 
he should have a citywide me¬ 
morial. GHI had suggested a 
tax-exempt foundation, naming 
the Community Center for 
Schwan or renaming Hamilton 
Place. 

Although the councilmembers 
expressed support for the idea 
of a foundation, they were skep¬ 
tical that it could be made to 
work. Past city attempts to es¬ 
tablish a foundation were unable 
to generate interest among citi- 
izens or local businesses. 

The group discussed establish¬ 
ing more specific goals and pro¬ 
jects for a Schwan foundation. 
Instead of a vague grab bag of 
projects, Williams suggested a 
scholarship fund for an Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School student 

Council also discussed several 
options for naming something in 
the city for Schwan. In the end, 
no decisions were reached. May¬ 
or pro tem Thomas X. White 
suggested that a GHI commit¬ 
tee and the city’s Community 
Relations Advisory Board fur¬ 
ther explore the options- 


Rubble Site 

GHI Director of Technical Ser¬ 
vices Jay Freedman showed a 
videotape outlining GHI’s plans 
for clearing a rubble site located 
north of the trailer/storage area. 
The county has found that the 
site violates grading regulations. 
Freedman said that the county 
is not requiring GHI to remove 
the rubble and tree stumps but 
demands that GHI cover the ma¬ 
terial with clean dirt and re¬ 
grade the area. City approval 
is required for a small area of 
city land that would be disturbed 
under the preferred grading 
plan. 

Freedman said that a 2.5 foot 
berm will be created along the 
City/GHI property line, keeping 
most GHI water from running 
off onto city property. Although 
no trees will be removed for the 
berm, some may die from having 
so much dirt piled around their 
trunks. Following the grading, 
GHI will reforest the area* 

If the city refuses to allow re¬ 
grading of its property, Freed¬ 
man said, GHI will proceed with 
work on its own property. He 
noted, however, that the entire 
site, including the city’s portion, 
has been cited by the county. 
Freedman did not know 'how the 
county would react if the city 
property is not brought into 
compliance. 

Recycling 

Council had little sympathy for 
GHI’s complaint that the county 
had broken its promise to pick 
up recyclables from within mem¬ 
bers’ trash closets, rather than 
from out of the yard. Several 
councilmembers noted that resi¬ 
dents throughout the city have 
the large yellow containers in 
their yards all day and that, if

anything, GHI members had 
more 'convenient service than 
other residents. 

The GHI board members were 
also concerned about comments 
by county officials that the door- 
to-door pickup is a one-year test 
and that the cost of this extra 
service will be reevaluated at the 
end of the test. GHI President 
Wayne Williams charged that 
the county had not tried -to ne¬ 
gotiate a good price for this 
service from Waste Manage¬ 
ment, Inc., and that by agreeing 
to an unreasonably high price, 
had guaranteed that the GHI 
collection would be too expen¬ 
sive to maintain without charg¬ 
ing the city extra. Williams ar¬ 
gued that it is actually cheaper 
to collect recyclables from GHI’s 
clustered units than from other 
areas of the city. 

Sheldon Goldberg asked whe¬ 
ther the entire city would pay 
for GHI to receive a higher level 
cf service than the rest of the 
city- GHI board member Donald 
Comis doubted that GHI would 
ask other citizens to subsidize 
its collection. 

Crescent Road Safety 

Williams said that GHI was 
concerned about the overall 
safety of Crescent Road, espe¬ 
cially for pedestrians. He said 
that the newly installed stop 
signs at Crescent and Garden¬ 
way are not adequate. Council- 
member Edward Putens urged 
examination of lighting, traffic 
control devices, landscaping, vis¬ 
ibility, crosswalks and trucks. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram saw a need to educate res¬ 
idents about the inner walkways 
and other aspects of pedestrian 
safety. She said that accidents 
are not always the driver’s fault 
and that pedestrians in the city 
are “very casual.” 

The city staff will draft pro¬ 
posals on possible improvements 
to Crescent Road. 


Festival Will Feature 
15K & 3K Fun Run 

The D.C. Road Runners Club 
will be conducting the annual 15 
kilometer running race as part 
of the Labor Day Festival Week¬ 
end on Sunday, Sept. 1, at 6 
p.m. This is about the 29th time 
this race has been run. 

The 9-3 mile race will be con¬ 
ducted over a certified course 
through Greenbelt and the Belts- 
ville Agricultural Research Cen¬ 
ter.

The con¬ 
cert will showcase talented 
Greenbelt performers, perhaps 
reprising some popular acts from 
last year and certainly including 
newly-discovered talents, accord¬ 
ing to producer Konrad Herling. 

The lead-off performance this 
year may well be & concert pre¬ 
miere in Greenbelt. The music 
committee hopes to bring the 


Heritage Singers, a 12-member 
male chorus to the city. The 
resident chorus at Harmony 
Hall, the Heritage Singers are 
known throughout the area for 
their sweeping repertoire, in¬ 
cluding Broadway show tunes, 
spirituals, sea chanteys, and 
high-fashioned harmonies. 

Renahan has worked with oth¬ 
er county arts groups to identify 
the best talents in the Washing¬ 
ton area.

Performance Locations 

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
holds its productions in locations 
throughout the community, de¬ 
pending upon availability and 
requirements. Musical perform¬ 
ances have been held in Green- 
briar, Springhill Lake, Center 
School, the Youth Center, the 
municipal pool, and Mishkan 
Torah. “Nuts” and “Twelve An¬ 
gry Women/’ two courtroom- 
based dramas, were well-staged 
in the Greenbelt City Council 
Chambers. Recently several plays 
have been performed in the the¬ 
ater at Capitol College. Only a 
few minutes up the parkway 
from Greenbelt, Capitol College 
has provided a fine location for 
audiences who enjoy the good 
acoustics and comfortable set¬ 
ting.

tendance of every child between 
the ages of six and 16. Those 
who will be five before January 
1, 1992 may attend kindergarten. 
Parents of students new to the 
school system who have not pre¬ 
registered should bring their 
child’s birth certificate, proof of 
residence in Prince Georges 
County (deed, rental contract), 
record of immunization and the 
child’s last report card if en¬ 
tering first grade or above. 

Extra-Curricular Activities 

Students will still need to have 
a 2*0 or better grade average in 
order to participate in sports or 
activities; averages will be com¬ 
puted each quarter. 

Lunch Costs 

Lunch for elementary school 
children will cost $1-35 this year; 
reduced price lunches will be 
20c* Milk will be 35c. Lunch for 
middle and high schoolers will 
be $1.40. Breakfast in elemen¬ 
tary schools will be 90c, in middle 
and high schools, $1.15; reduced 
cost breakfasts, 10c. 

Children will be bringing home 
information about reduced cost 
lunches on the first day of 
school. Parents who think they 
qualify for these should contact 
their child’s school. 

Expulsion Policy 

Strict standards will continue 
to be upheld for drug, alcohol 
and weapons (including knives) 
abuse. Students need to be aware 
that none of these may be 
brought to school at any time, 
and that expulsion will result 
should this rule be broken. Ac¬ 
cording to the Code of Student 
Conduct, students will be expel¬ 
led for the first offense involving 
the use of or possession of weap¬ 
ons. For incidents involving 
drugs or alcohol the students 
will be expelled for the first of¬ 
fense involving distribution and 
the second offense involving pos¬ 
session. Most of these students 
are not eligible for admission 
to the Prince Georges County 
school system. Students who are 
readmitted must remain expelled 
for at least the remainder of the 
semester in which the incident 
occurred and the following full 
semester. They must also pre¬ 
sent documentation of satisfac¬ 
tory participation in the alcohol/ 
drug treatment program. 

Policy on Medication 

The Department of Health 
Services within the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Public Schools, act¬ 
ing on a recommendation from 
the state of Maryland, has 
changed school policy regarding 
the dispensing of prescription 
and nonprescription medicines to 
students. 

No medicine’s will be given to 
students without a physician’s 
medication authorization form 
PS-51 or PS51-EPIPEN. Forms 
are available at all schools. 

Parents are asked to inform 
the school principal, health ser¬ 
vices staff, and the classroom 
teacher of any known allergy or 
serious health problem their 
child (ren) may have. Every ef¬ 
fort will be made to protect all 
students from injury and to pro¬ 
vide a healthful environment. 

Students will be transported 
by ambulance to the nearest 
medical facility should he/she 
require any emergency treat¬ 
ment that cannot be provided at 
the school site. Parents will be 
notified as soon as possible.
